‘Tur Acting Govéroor (General Came- 
ron) admitted, when receiving the De- 
putation at the Council Chamber yea- 
tetday, ttiat he was never in a community 
where more perfect good-tomper pre- 
vailet; and in making o few further 
remarks ‘upon the subject of the new 
Public Health Bill, ic is our desire to 
continue to justify the opinion then 
expressed by His Excellency. ‘This is 
the more necessary because the turn 
which events aré taking: is somewhat 
calculated to lead to misunderstanding. 
We have already given utterance to the 
opinion that the Executive have. un- 
nevissatily clogged this most’ urgent 
Public Health TiN with clauses which 
can very well be kept over for further 
consideration and discussion, We have 
betore stated cleatly.and distinctly that 
the obstinate persistence in pushing 
these debateable aud premature clauses 
mnet produce delay and may imperil the 
existence of the Bill itself. Because of 
this conviction, we have’ suggested the 


suspension of these clauses, or their 
abandonment tor the present, until the 
matter of compensation can be arranged, 
and until the other habitations to be 
found for the evicted population begin 
te teke sbupe, With the Bill, thus 
purged of the clauses so certain to 
excite the stronyest opposition and work 
Lordship u‘‘on the present leaseholders, 
thegreas majority of the residents would 
approve. “But for the fact. that aumbers 
of residents did not approve of post- 
poning even for a few months the pass- 
ing of the purely sanitary portion of the 
Bil], the Petition would have been much 
more generally signed than it was, The 
Hon. P. Ryrie, ‘in presenting . the Peti- 
tion, put the matter fairly well, although 
we think that he and ins co-signatories 
would jiave done better had they urged 
the elimination of the ‘objectionable 
clauses and advocated the immediate 
digeussion and ‘adoption of the body of 
the Bill. Mr.Ryria sai : 
The Bill is: one. whioh no. doubt aims at 
improving the public health of the Colony. 
We grant “that it is so, and aa far eg J-can 
make ont the siguatories of this memorial 
hava no objection to such sanitary measures 
aa will be fond. neoasaary to preserve the 
health of the town—those who live in this 
Colony: but at the samo tims they object 
to. several clawsés which will interfere with 
their property..- They: consider -that these 
should be alle

that might ‘or -might not be asdvisabla, but 
troy object to the fact that Govornmont 


sider their own, J do not think there is am 
othor part of the world whero thero aro such 
stipulations with rgard to property. That 
ranitation and drains and all those things 
shoull be carefully attended to and their 
cust contributed to by all owners. of pro- 
Rey, they hava no objections: to. 

ut thay do- object to the Government 
coming in- and (saying, ‘You shall ar- 
range your property, so many foot 
for this, und ao many feet for that. 

Now, the Acting Governor himself 
alurita that the clauses specifically ob- 
jected to will bofonnd to be very few; 
and, in apite of this admission, he rushes 
on w give a warm, forcible and even 
eloquent defence of sanitation generally 
~~as if the Elongkong. community were 
opposed to sanitary reforn altozetber, or. 
desired anybody to continue: living like 
pigs; and asil the momentous question 
of a 10-foot backyard were the whole 
sum and substauca of Sanitation in this 
Colony. His Excellency waxed eloquent 
on this matter. He pictured to himself 
the porzon of ‘vested interests,’ and, 
with landable energy, ha laid on and 
smote'the monster hip and thigh, He 
calléd upon. Heaven and the Deputation 
to witness that he could not. flinch from 
his duty by postponing this Bill, and 
that be must protect the lives and health 
of this’ dirty, filthy community.. Is all 
this pother misul by the premature fad 
of the 10-foot lackyard ¢ Or hag this 
community been denouncing sanitation, 
instead of crying out for it, all chese 
years, that we should thus be taught the 
rudiments of a bad smell or, the natural 
result of sewage ras?

The Government of this Colony luve 
shamefully negleeted sanitutic a here. 
Vhey have permitted the’ subsoil ta be- 
come soaked with: a black slime which, 
but for our compactly-made ‘concrete 
roads and streets, would be generally 
futal to life. hey bave persistentl 

rnewlected their duty ja failing to avail 
themselves of the laws which now exist 
for the prevention of many. of tha exist- 
ing evils. ‘They have or ought to bave 
supervised and sauetioned thé building 
of every house in the city, and seen to 
every drain connection. And now, at 
this Tate hoor, © most ‘useful Ordinance 


‘Jis brought forward, saddled with sweep- 


ing provisions which would place in the 
hands of almost irresponsibla persons 
the maxiciui of power, without a word 
ns to compensation, Lt is atl very well 
to aver that (ie Government slways 
act for the public guod; but it must 
be first expIniced why sanitary reform 
so urgently called for has been so long 
in coming, while it has also, yet to be 
shown thot this fighting over a back. 
yard ig, for the present ot leust, 
worth the powder and shot apparently 
exponded ‘upon it, And when’ His 
Excellency gives his assurance that 
the measure will bo applied slowly and 
erudually, the question waturally arises, | 
Who is to guide the pace and to furnishy 
the discrimination necessary for a judi- 
cious exercise of the authority’ thus giv- 
en? The extreme openness of the ques- 


‘| tion of compensation and ‘the hesitancy’ 


of the Acting Gaveraor to-make any 
promise on that head, and the arbitrary 
tanner which the Crown has freqnent- 
ly adopted towards land-vwners and 
property-holders (all, of course, ‘in the 
public interest’), do not encourage resi- 
dents to accept without certuin proper 
guarantees any legielation which might 
prove more injuries to their interests 
thon beneficial to the Colony. | 

These rernarks are, of vourse, subject 
to the consideration that the Lezislutive 
Council has the power to pass and on- 
force laws, which are calculated: to so 
seriously affect property, without pra- 
viding compensation, We are .advised 
that tha local Legislatura docs not 
possess such power, however much it 
may have the public rood at heart, On 
this point the Executive, not’ to speak 
of the irresponsible Sanitary Board, have 
been singularly misled, or kept in’ ignor- 
ance, if we may judge from the remurke 
made and the tone assumed: by the 
Actiny Governor himself, His Hx- 
cellency challenged ainy one to show 
that ‘there is anything in this Bill 
which is apposed to the sanitury regula- 
tions.of any. civilised ‘country,” or, that 
there is anything proposed to be evact- 
ed inthe Bill ‘that is not requirdd in 
other civilised evuntries.’ This is a 
challenge which: ought to be taken up 
by those, whose kuowledge of the Home

- deal of provious correspondence ‘between 
Messrs Russell and the Government 
‘with a view of cleuring up ‘the matter 
and ascertain what the” Govurnment 
could rightfully do under this Ordinance, 
which was a very complicated. one, And 
the taking of passengersin the present case 
was practically an: oxperiment to obtain a 
decision in some way or other, The mat- 
tor had beon very carefully considered and 
he was quite prepared to plead guilly on 
behalf of Mr ‘Lomes to the offence with 
which he was charged. There was no 
doubt of it that theso vessela wore in- 
cluded in the term Chinese passenger 
“ship, which, acsording to the Ordi- 
nance inclnded ‘every ship carrying 
from any port in Hongkong and every 
British ship carrying from any port in 
Chinn ot within one hundred miles of the 
cnast thereof more than 20 Chin+se passon- 
gers.’ As rewarded Gadtain Ellis he siinply 
- got his ordars from his agents and owners, 
and the *responsibility rested with Mesars 
Rusaoll & Co. He had no hesitation in 
asking the defendants to plead guilty, 
and he had arranged with his friend, Mr 
Johngrn, that the cases againat tho Captain 
should stand over for a week untilhe bad 
taken instructians from the Govorament. 
With regard to the ponalty he pointed 
out thabthe object of the Goverument was to 
vindicate thulawand makeitclear. AsMessrs 
Rusgell & Co. now anderstood their position 


_ withreference to the Emigration Ordinance, 


fully underatood that what they had done 
was illegal, there would be no necessity for 
imposing « heavy penalty. ‘There was no 
necessity for making an example, as the 
saroo thing was not likely to occur again. 

Mr, Johnson pointed ont that Messra 
Russell & ‘Co. must have acted with fall 

‘knowledge of the provisions of the Ordin- 
ance and that they wera warned at Macao 
by tho Vice Consul, and in taking out a 
summons tha prosecution had dealt lenient- 
ly, for they miyht;have seized the vessel and 
taken out more summonses, 

Mr Wodchouse wished Mr Johnson to 
explain the facts of the case, 

Mr Johnson said the Ailie arrived on 
the Bth April with 21 Chinese passengers 
on board and cleared ont onthe 16th April 
for Macao withoub reporting herself to the 
emigration officer and witnout obtaining 
the certificate required. Sho arrived at 
Macao with 20 passengers, on board, The 
Captain left his papera ut the Consulate, and 


Mr Murray asked him if he was going to j 


take Chinese passengers, explaining what 
comme had to be inken under the Ordinance 
here and the Chinese Passenger Aat.. How- 
ever the Captain did mot take = any 
steps to ubtain. the necessury ‘ cartificate, 
and left Macao on the 19th April with 75 
Chinese passengers. A correspondence had 


. begides taken place between. Mr Murray 


and Messra Russell & Co., which showed 
clearly what was required to bo done. 
This was the first cage, he believed, that had 
been tuken, but at the snine time ho thought 
thore ought to be substantial damages. 

Mr Francis submitted that there was no 
dangar of the offence being committed again. 
Theobject of the entiraprococding was to get 
somo detinite expression from the Goveru- 
ment us te what was required. Macao of 
course must be considered as, beimg geogra- 
phically a port of China: within the 
terns of the Act. They had no desire 
to dispute tha question, Thay were 

. perfectly satiefied on the paint. now, 
They now underatood what their obli- 
potions were ond there was no necessity 
of passing @. heavy sentence. The object

THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL. 
CONCLUSION OF TILE DISCUSSION. 

The following is the concluding part of 
the discussion that touk place betwoen His 
Excellency General Cameron and the de- 
putation, which we were obliged ta sum- 
tmarige yesterday :— 

Mr Grauville Sharp—-I was yery much in 
hopes that your Excellency would bave 
turned over the leaves of that. memorial 
and would have taken notice nf the fact 
that it is signed hy the whole comtuunity. 
Four persons have been asked to sign it 
who did not si.nit, and two of them have 
no property al all in the Colony. Tho me- 
morial contains not only the names of some 
few handreds of thuso who are now doing 
business in the Colony—the trade and pro- 
fessional work of the Colony—but many 
others of tie signatories are representa. 
tive of a far Jnrger number of people for 
whom they held powers of sttorovy and 
who they represent in w variety of ways. 
But it was thought unnecessary and unde- 
sirable to overlord the memorial with 
names. Tt contains at present the expression 
of opinion, I can fairly aud reasonably say 
without fear of coutradiction, of the whole 
colony. It wus thought by the majority of 
the deputation that the better way would 
hy not to ga into the particulara of the Bill 
heenuse there are somo points there which 
ttre inatters of difference and it was thought 
desirable to avoid that altogether. Tho 
memorial contains no expression of opinion 
ay regards the Bill, it simply asss your 
Excellency tu carry out what was promised 
dy the late Acting Governor and the Attor- 
uey General itt this Council Ohamber. It 
w a said most distinctly by Mr Marsh that 
the Bill would not be proceeded with this 
session, When the Acting Atturney Gon- 
eral said that he had no other bills to bring 
ir, he was reminded by the Surveyor

Asarule the Chinese are not’ subscribers 
to the- Government Gazette at $12 per year, 
and the few copies which aro sent to the 
Registrar General's department are totally 
inadvquate to provide them with a know. 
ledge of tho proposed legialation.. Your 
Excollency hag teferred to the Sanitary 
atate of theCulony. During the last portion 
of this year tha deaths amungat the foreign 


community amount to twe -ty-two, a very 
low average indoed, comparing fnvourably 
with that ofany town in Enuland. Among 
the native community the deaths number 
tw nty-séven, out of which fifty-five per 
cent, occurred in the Tung Wah Hospital, 
the Anile do. Is Sninte Enfance and other 
refuges, places where infants are taken in & 
moribund state: to avoid the’ expense of 
burial feos, “Of there deaths therefore fifty- 
five per cent. cannut really be counted 
among the mortality. You all-knaw the 
way in which Chinese infants ere carried 


with cloths over: their feces, and it is not’ 
wonderful that many of these should die. 
These therefore cannot really be counted 
inthe. test. I believe that the death. 
rate amongst -the Chinese community 
is .nob so great as that amongst the 
foreign community. If you. take: the 
average during the past ten yeara of

any portion of England, Scotland, Ire. 
Iand or Wales, you will find that. the rate of 
mortality here cumpnros fayuurably. wilh 
that. When Mr. Chadwick, the sanitury 
authority, camo to Hongkong the. death-rate 
was higher. But it was not that deaths 
were more frequent among civillians,. but 
because in former.times there was not that 
cate takon in the housing and lovking after 
the goneral comfort and health of the Army 
and Navy that there ia now, thanks to thesy 
who havo interested themselves in tho mat- 
tor.atul have been entrusted with the cum 
of the military in Hongkong. And Mr. 
Chadwick was sent here for the purpose rf 
inquiring into tho unsatisfactory state of 
health among the military. ° Mr. Chadwick 
gave valughla hints also for the use of tho 
civil population, and thoro is no Teason' why 
hija ideas should not gradually be carried out. 
But ifthere is any one who thinks he can 
come to Hon ‘kong and by a stroke of the 
pen introduce western civilisation here, le 
is mistaken, *Great improvements have 
been made:, Mr. Price says that daring tho 
past three years throe and n half miles of 
sowers have bocn laid, and I believe «ther 
are now cloas on four. miles. These are of 
course put-in connection with the dwelling 
Tousos, Landlords have been only too } 
williug to have their houses thus improvell, | 
and I know of many cases where thoy 
asked themselves to have the connection 
made before «ver the suggestion was inado | 
to them. I do not know where your Fx. 
cellency got your information with roar { 
to the Sanitury condition uf Jungkoug. | 
We havo buen here much louger than your 
Excellency.

here. They have their families at these 
places, and without any figures or statistics, 
whatever they-ean form a very ood idea of 
the healthy character of the colony.

Tha | 
gignatories of the paper just presented to 
your Excellency are, I will undertake to 
say, antongst those most anxious to make 
things comfortable for their tenants: Wo} 
can indignantly repudiate the ‘chargo of 
neglect of our tenants’ inturests.

If your Excellency will take counsel 
with persons ‘who have had Jong experiunce 
in these matters, persons who haye oufiiciont 
interest at stake there would be then a 
probability of a satisfactory settlement being 
come to. I would venture to say that o 
certaii degree—it may be » limited degre 
of interest —is very valuable in furming an 
opinion, I know the Foreign  Ollice 
has expressed an opinion adverse to 
ofliciats acquiring Isnded property in te 
Colony. Here wo hare a Bill brought 
forward by two or three meu who do 
not possess a singlo’ brick iy the Colony. 
Thoy remit their money home, they havo a 
fixed. salary which is assured to thom 
whether the Calony cumes to good or ill. 
But this Bill affects landuwners to the ex- 
tent of tens of thousands, aye, of ‘tens of 
millions of dollurs. It affects tho whole 
Colony and the Government as well, for if 
the real estato is lowered their rates will 
not bring in so.much. - T‘belivve that a 
certain amount of interest in the Colony is 
desirable, and I only wish your Exceilonoy 
had one aingle. street of Chinese huuscs 
bringing in 0. fair rental, and thon you 
would havo some small sympathy with the 
wemorialists. But the memoriulisis aro 
not merely property-owners. They embidy 
tho experience and authority of the whole 
of the Colony. On my own ‘behalf, md 
on behalf of my Chinese friends by whom 
it has been mainly got up and signed, 
I would express the earnest desire that 
your Excellency will Jiave the goodness 
to give time. You promised that thoy 
wotld have abundant tine, that if ihe 
time granted was not enongh more time 
would be given.

.Six,—Allow ine to state that Mr Granville 
Sharp is altogether wrong in his statement 
that the momorial to His Excellency re the 
Public Health Bill is signed by the whole 
community. There is a powerful section 
that strongly supports the bill and looks 
with admiration at the way in which a 
detormined Govornor and Mr MacKwen 
push the bill forward. I will zo farther still 
and say that a groat many who sigued the. 
petition did so to obligo.their frionds—' do 
sign this, there’s a good fellow’—and with- 
out giving the matter much consideration or 
without having any real syuipathy with the 
demonstration. Those who object to the 
bill are not the public but a few who have 
weated interests or who speculate in tho 
advance of land and property. It is they 
who spread tho reports that 20,000 natives 
will be thrown homeless and housvless on 
(he streets and who fill tho native minds 
with undefined dreads and vague suspicions. 
Those people do not so much fear that the 
Government will not give compensation for 
any direct losses incurred. but they are 
speculating on a further advance iu land 
and property during ihe next. few years, 
an advance with -which over-crowding. has 
much todu. This advance will be checked 
if the bill is passed. 


There can be no doubt whatever that the 


passing of the bill will be for the general 
good of the Colony, for tho general good 
of the next generation particnlarly, The 

rc and helpless in thia Oolony cannot 
defend themselves, and the landlords, who 
raise the rents on every coneoivable acea- 
sion aud wheso only object is to wake ag 
much inoney a6 pussibls out of the Colony, 
are surely not tha best judges of what are 
publio interests! I have heard it stated 
that the mere fact of the greatest land- 
speculators in the Colony su strongly 
opposing the bill is, considering the state 
of affairs with respect to house and landed 
property generally, is a very strong argu- 
ment jn favor of the measure being pushed 
on, 
In conclusion, I can only express the 
hope that the Government will not lose 
heart but do all in-their power to get the 
bill passed, in which case they will deserve 
the thanks of ovcry- impartial moo in the
